Under the circumstances, I have no recourse but to advise that your appeal is 
denied. However, in the event the Kennedy family or its authorized rep re— 
senatative should advise me that release of the "memorandum of transfer" does 
not consitute an unwarranted invasion of their personal privacy, I will recon-
